HIND GIGANTIC RALLY 


At Mass Demonstration

NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 8— 
Rank on rank of spade-carrying 
workers gooseatepped past Adolf 
H itler today in a gigantic demon­ 
stration of the compulsory labor 
service—Nazi Germany's arm y of 
workers. 
“ You are as firmly welded into 
the new state as the armed forces,” 
Rftichsluehrer H itler proclaimed to 
the 40,000 marcher*. 3,000 of them 
stripped to the waist as they lined 
up in the vast 
zeppelin 
landing 
field. 
“ He who wants to understand 
the new Germany must come here 
to see this demonstration,” said 
the Fuehrer proudly. 
The labor service commander, 
K onstantin Hierl, sounded a spiri­ 
tual note before the more than 
100,000 spectators- 
“We serve God by serving Ger­ 
many," he said. “Ours is a dem­ 
onstration against the Jewish ma­ 
terialistic belief that labor is only 
a money affair, a m atter of mer­ 
chandise.”

Company L of East Liverpool In­ 


cludes 50 members of the 332nd 
reg im en t, and also includes some of 
the first 23 men to leave Ohio for 
the World war. when It became a 
part of the 83rd division. 
The regiment was recruited al­ 
most entirely from the 
state 
of 
Ohio. and was commanded by Gen. 
Edwin Glenn. It sailed for France 
in June, 1918. but wa* soon detach­ 
ed from the 83rd division and sent 
to Italy to serve on the Auttro- 
Itallnn front. 
The regiment, then 
under 
the 
com m an d of Col. William Wallace, 
took part in the victorious battle 
of Vittorio-Veneto which brought 
the war to a close on the Austro- 
Italian front on Nov. 4. 1918, seven 
days before the general armistice 
was stoned In France. 
After the Armistice, two battal­ 
ions of the regiment 
represented 
the United States government in 
the Allied occupation of 
two 
Im­ 
portant ports—Cattaro and Flume. 
The second battalion was sent to 
Catl ar o on the 
lower 
I^almatian 


co ast. Cattaro Is the port of Cettln- 
je. then 
capital 
of 
Montenegro, 
which has since come under the 
rule of Serbia. 
The Third battalion took part in 
the occupation 
of 
Flume, 
along 
with Italian. French 
and 
British 
troops, at the time when Flume be­ 
came a difficult problem for the 
Paris peace conference. 
Quartered In Italy 
The First battalion returned from 
Coniums, Austria, the furthermost 
point reached in the last advance, 
to Treviso, an ancient walled city 
near Venice, and there maintained 
regimental headquarters. 
In February, 1919 
the regiment 
was concentrated again at Genoa, 
Italy, and sailed from that port In 
March, arriving in New 
York 
in 
April after IO months overseas. 
The 332nd Infantry was the only 
American regiment to serve on the 
Italian front during the war. As a 
symbol of the regim ent's unique 
service on the plains near Venice, 
the old Venetian emblem, the wing­ 
ed lion of St. Mark, was adopted 
as a shoulder insignia. 
“The Lion of St. Mark” has come 
to be a nickname for this regiment, 
just as the “Rainbow” stands for 
one of the most 
heroic divisions 
that fought in France. The regiment 
was cited on several occasions and 
officers and men received war ser­ 
vice ribbons and medals for their 
service.

i F an American political party could intrench it- 
* self so completely In Washington that foreign 
governments felt obliged to send official representa­ 
tives to its convention, then—too late—it would be 
easier to understsnd what It is that ’'must not happen 


here." 
The Nazi patty, now holding its annual conven­ 
tion. is the German government; the government 
I* the Nazi party. It is the same in Russia, where 
the Communist party is the government, though 
Russian Communists still try to maintain an illu­ 
sion of duality.

TH E army of m*n and women working for the exe­ 
cutive branch of the federal government is 
within striking distance of a million. 
On the new basis being used bv th© civil service 
commission, which recently issued its periodic re­ 
port on "civil employment and payrolls in the exe­ 
cutive branch of the United States government,** 
there were 841.664 employes a* of June 30, 1937, 
drawing $127,306,469 a mouth. 
Total civil personnel never has reached a million. 
Th© peak was reached Nov. IS, 1918, when there 
were 917,760 names on the payroll. It fell to its 
post-war low as of Dec. 21, 1921, with only 510.233 
names on the payroll. Sine© then, it has fluctuated, 
though with a general tendency tow aid increase. 
At the beginning of President Roosevelt’* second 
term last March, there were 826.333 executive de­ 
partment employe*, with a monthly payroll of $126.* 
536.301. This wa* comparable to 572.000 employe* 
with a monthly payroll of less than $100,000,000 in 
March, 1933. 
On June 30, 1932, there were 467.161 classified, 
competitive position* and approximately 11,000 un­ 
classified positions in the executive department—a 
ration of about 80 to 20. On Dec. 31. 1936, there were 
515,238 classified employes and 315,857 unclassified 
—a ration of about 62 to S8. 
Those who claim complete classification I* the 
the ideal goal of government feel, however, that they 
are making progress. They point to an increase of 
16,513 in classified positions from June to December 
last year. In the meantime, they are looking forward 
—aa who isn t—to a federal family of a million em­ 
ploye* and a payroll approaching two billion dol- 
Jar* a year. 


Boom In Cannon

vealed that the government etock of free 
cannon for courthouse lawns is running low. with 
the demand booming.

4—There ie a surplus of cannonballs, including 
Civil war one*. 
The ordnance department 
gets order* almost 
daily for cannon, which are given free, but only to 
veteran*’ and civic organizations. The recipient* pay 
the shipping charge, a 4 "-inch gun and ita carriage, 
for instance, weigh about 7.420 pounds. 
What worries the ordnance department is that, 
under the present system of counties, the nation 
ha* enough courthouse lawn* to absorb all old can­ 
non, but not enough courthouse lawns to take care 
of surplus cannonballs. 
Ordnance department officials let out what has 
amounted to an official secret—the fact that can­ 
nonball* pyramided on America* courthouse lawn* 
are almost invariably too big or too little for the 
guns next them From J865 to date there have been 
no complain ta. though.

F 
OR more than 125 years the cem­ 
etery located at S t Jacob’s Re­ 
formed church, a short distance 
off the Llsbon-Salem road, about 
five miles north of Lisbon, has 
been utilized as a burial space for 
dead of the locality. 
Early residents of this district 
were doubtless of German orlfin 
as some of the inscriptions on 
many of the oldest stones are 
carved In German. Among the old­ 
est of the graves In this burial 
ground is that of George Mottin- 
ger, whose death occurred June 17, 
1812 when he was six months past 
his 42nd birthday. 
Near the entrance to this ceme­ 
tery are buried several persons 
whose deaths took place In 1828. 
Elsewhere may be noted four per­ 
sons who succumbed in 1858, six 
In 1859 and three in 1849. 
One of the oldest persons, whose 
body rests in this grounds Is Mi­ 
chael Mottinger, who was nearly 
94 years of ags when he died on 
Oct. 8, 1862. during the Civil war. 
Another nonagenarian was Adam 
Simon, who passed away Feb. 19. 
1890 when he was 90 years, 1828. 
Hervey 
H alverstadt 
and 
his 
wife, Elizabeth H alverstadt were 
buried side by side following their 
deaths in 1822. The former was 81 
years of age, the latter 76 when 
they were stricken. 
Two m inisters are buried in this 
grounds, both of them being com­ 
paratively young men 
vhen they 
died. 
One 
of 
these 
was 
Rev. 
George Albright, who died in 1879 
when he was 49 years of age. 
On his monument Is a carved 
hand, pointing upwards with the 
words, "Gone Home.” The other 
m inister’s grave is that of Rev. 
Jonas Simon. 26, whose death oc­ 
curred Nov. 19, 1868. 
Peter Brinker, a veteran of the 
W ar of 1812, died on May 26, 1867 
when he was 75 years of age and

j T IS probable that most mothers 
would agree they would prefer 
to have their children overwight 
rather than decidedly underweight. 
Yet, many children who start out 
in life moderately overweight soon 
accumulate an excessive amount of 
fa t 
Unless controlled they are 
soon put into the class of obese 
children. 
Overweight in a child Is to be 
condemned. It is a liability, just as 
obesity is a handicap in adult life. 
I would say that the liabality is 
even greater for the child because 
he begins to carry this handicap at 
an early age. 
Some 
children 
are 
naturally 
plump from the first, while others 
acquire weight suddenly. A sud­ 
den accumulation of weight in a 
child should arouse suspicion that 
some glandular disorder may be 
present. 
Young girls frequently put on 
excessive weight because of some 
faulty mechanism of the ovaries. 
Disorder of a gland leads to over­ 
weight in small boys. 
Deficiency 
of operation of another gland may 
lead to overweight in boys and 
girls. 
Diet Common Cause 
The most common cause of over­ 
weight in children is the use of a 
faulty diet. 
Too often the child is 
perm itted to overindulge in rich 
and starchy foods. This is a habit 
that should not be encouraged. 
It 
is especially dangerous if the child 
shows any tendency toward over­ 
weight. 
I 
cannot overstate the impor­ 
tance of careful periodic examina­ 
tion of all obese children. 
There 
should be periodic examination of 
the urine. 
Frequently obese, fat 
children 
are 
sufferers from 
dia­ 
betes. 
Diabetes in children is a seri­ 
ous disorder. But if recognized and 
cared for early, the serious compl- 
cations can be avoided. Often the 
underlying diabetic condition can 
be completely controlled by restric­ 
tion in d ie t In other cases it may

unusual ability may be elevated 
suddenly to a commanding position 
while his form er boss may be sent 
to a road gang. 
I give herewith certain ques­ 
tions. which I have answered as 
best I can: 


I 
S tho standard of living Improv­ 
ing in the Soviet Union? 
Yes. 
Even 
casual 
observation 
shows it is improving constantly. 
However, 
Soviet 
leaders 
them­ 
selves readily adm it in speeches 
that neither the general standard 
of living nor the productivity of 
labor can be compared favorably 
yet with the standards of western 
capitalistic states. They emphasize 
that the Bolshevik regimo started 
with meager and disorganized in­ 
dustrial equipm ent and a backward 
Illiterate people. 
Two years ago the average of 
industrial workers was about 169 
rubles monthly. 
($64.00 at legal 
exchange). Now It is about 250 
rubles. In three visits to the Soviet 
Union in the past two years I 
have detected an im provem ent in 
their appearance, clothing, facil­ 
ities, and in the quality and quan­ 
tity 
of 
commodities 
which 
are 
available. Housing is still gener­ 
ally poor and inadequate. Almost 
Intolerable crowding is tho rule, 
although 
huge 
new 
apartm ent 
buildings are springing up every­ 
where.

CAN a Soviet citizen own things 
for himself 
Yes, he can. 
For instance, he may possess his 
home with its household goods. 
Millions do and a limited number 
of domestic animals, fowls and a 
saving account. He can buy inter­ 
est bearing state lottery bonds or 
an automobile, lf he can afford one 
or find it on the m arket. He can 
hire any number of servants, he 
can 
inherit 
money 
or 
property 
subject to heavy taxation. He can­ 
not use his money to make money 
through the labor of others. 
Does inequality in the payment 
of labor exist in the Soviet Union? 
Yes, to an extent as great or 
perhaps greater than in capital­ 
istic countries. The widespread ap­ 
plication of the piecework system 
has resulted in a wide disparity In 
the payment of workers doing the 
same class of work. A clever, hard 
working laborer may earn from 
two to five times 
as much ag his 
less gifted fellows. The piecework 
system ha* even been applied to 
such diverse work as paving Jobs, 
which are paid by the square yard 
and draughtsm en’s plans, which 
are sometimes paid for by the 
square Inch with rates varying ac­ 
cording to the difficulties of the 
assignment. 
Are there any rich people In the 
Soviet Union? 
Not in the same sense th at they 
exist in capitalistic countries; that 
is, none living on inherited wealth 
or interest from capital or rents 
or from profits derived from work 
done by other people. But among 
the workers are those who are com. 
paratively rich. Under the Stak- 
hanotive system 
(a scheme for 
speeding up production by better 
arrangem ent of tools, raw m ater 
lals, and working time) a worker 
at one machine may earn 360 ru 
hies monthly, while his companion 
at 
the 
next machine producing 
Identical goods but with a quicker 
brain and faster hands, may earn 
700, 1.500, or even 2,000 rubles. Fre­ 
quently, Stakhanovltes earn more 
than their foremen or departm ent 
bosses who are on fixed salaries. 
A worker may get rich by a 
windfall in a lottery loan, or if 
he invents a device or an idea 
that saved money in production, 
he is entitled to share in the eco­ 
nomies effected up to and not 
exceeding 100,000 rubles.

work? 
As Molotov said, referring to the 
Stakhanovltes, "the Immediate im­ 
pulse to high productivity is a aim 
pie 
Interest 
in 
increasing their 
earnings.” 
But 
there 
are 
other 
Incentives which also Impel great 
numbers of workers, such as the 
feeling that they actually own tha 
land and all means of production; 
the 
desire 
for 
prominence 
and 
power, which is given to excep­ 
tionally effective workers; the be­ 
lief that they are engaged in erect­ 
ing a new form of civilization, and 
the desire to show capitalistic na­ 
tions what socialism can achieve. 
Has an industrial boss system 
crystalized? 
The tendency which undoubted­ 
ly exists toward such a develop­ 
ment is held in check by a unique 
Soviet system of criticism of boss­ 
es by their workers with investiga­ 
tion and action lf the complaints 
are well founded. A boss’s tenure 
of office is highly insecure if hi* 
departm ent does not produce effi­ 
ciency; moreover, he may land in 
prise i or exile. Often workers re­ 
ject offers of foremanshlps because 
of their fear of responsibility. Gen­ 
erally the category of manager­ 
ships Is recruited from the ranks. 
Has any new form of aristocracy 
or privileged class arisen to re­ 
place the old aristocracy of wealth 
and birth? 
The bureaucracy of public offi­ 
cials 
is 
sometimes criticized as 
constituting a new form of priv­ 
ileged 
class. 
Undoubtedly 
many 
persons do possess uncommon priv­ 
ileges, such as access to better 
living quarters and the use of auto­ 
mobiles In their work, but there is 
no crystalizatlon of a perm anent 
privileged class. Personnel is con­ 
stantly changing, and frequently 
bureaucrats find themselves sud­ 
denly out of office and In prison or 
working with a labor gang on a 
canal or railroad. There are dis­ 
qualifications of birth, such 
as 
nobles, rich merchants, or bour­ 
geoisie, but no accident of birth 
autom atically gives privilege or 
position.

A 10-point "fighting program,” de­ 
signed to help solve the American 
farm er’s problems and pave the 
way for "enduring prosperity,” was 
put forward today b y L. J. Taber, 
m aster of the national grange. 
The Columbus, O. agricultural 
leader, speaking on grange day at 
the New York state fair, said that 
"now when the breadbaskets are 
full and the meal tickets are pur­ 
chased, it is a good time for agri­ 
culture to put its house in order.’’ 
T aber’s 
program, 
outlined 
be­ 
fore representatives of "our strong­ 
est grange state” with "your 135,- 
000 dues-paying members.” follows; 
"I—Give the American farm er a 
larger share of the nation’s income. 
Agriculture represents 30 percent 
of the nation’* population, 20 per­ 
cent of the nation’s wealth, and 
one-sixth of the gainfully employ­ 
ed, yet in a 10-year average has 
received but IO percent of our total 
income. 
"2—Give our farm ers the Ameri­ 
can m arket for those commodities 
which can be efficiently produced. 
Imports of farm products have in­ 
creased $400,000,000 in the last 12 
months. Farm 
exports have de­ 
creased. 
"3—Develop 
a 
long-time 
farm 
program, emphasizing sound land 
use, and retire m arginal land by 
increasing forestry. Give the farm­ 
er cooperative m arketing machin­ 
ery to guide production and pre­ 
vent unreasonable surpluses. Use 
the principles of the ever-normal 
granary and crop insurance. 
"4—Continue the soil conserva­ 
tion program, but place it more 
directly under farm control. 
"5—Use a larger proportion of 
tariff revenue in finding new uses 
for farm products, in finding new 
m arkets for farm crops, and equal­ 
izing m arket conditions and prices. 
"6—Place emphasis on the fam­ 
ily-sized farm. Keep fartn eo«ts and 
supplies, including transportation, 
interest and taxation, within rea­ 
son. 
"7—Develop national unity, and 
oppose sectionalism and class war­ 
fare. 
"8—Ample support for education, 
extension, research and for youth 
activities. 
"9—Develop cooperative m arket­ 
ing and collective bargaining so 
that the farm er can have a fair 
voice in determ ining the price of 
his products. 
“IO—Emphasize rurul 
organiza­ 
tion and self-help agencies.”
